REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 47 has been found to be allowable over the prior art because the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a time measurement device comprising a mechanical return-to- 
reset mechanism for resetting the function and coinciding with a reset impossible state of 
the electrical function and also prevents resetting during measurement of elapsed time, 
and the control sequence that occurs if the power supply voltage falls below a minimum 
voltage level required for performing the time measurement function, in combination 
with the remaining limitations of said claim. 

Claim 55 have been found to be allowable over the prior art because the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a time measuring device comprising a control section for 
continuously maintaining a driving signal for driving a hand from the time the hand is 
driven by a first actuating section until the hand is normally stopped, wherein the control 
sections includes a pull-up resistor or a pull-down resistor for determining a signal output 
to a pattern on a circuit board, a sample circuit for intermittently operating the pull-up 
resistor of the pull-down resistor, and a holding circuit for recognizing the signal output 
to the pattern during a sampling period in which the pull down resistor or pull-up resistor 
is intermittently operated by the sampling circuit and for holding and outputting the 
recognized signal except when the signal is recognized, in combination with the 
remaining limitations of said claims. 

Claims 48-54 have been found to be allowable as being dependent upon the 
allowable claim 47, respectively.
